February nineteenth marked the 
debut of an amazing “symphonic 
work” called Tone of Colours, com- 


posed by Scona student Darren Fung. 


Last May Darren entered a contest 
through the Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra designed to encourage 
young composers. Darren’s extensive 
musical credits, including twelve 
years of piano study and four years of 
saxophone study,, enabled him to 
enter and be named one of the two 
high school students chosen to write 
symphonies. 

In July, Darren was given thirty 
melodies, each four bars in length, 
written by local elementary students. 
He had to choose one of these melo- 
dies to form the basis of his composi- 
tion. According to Darren, the melody 
he chose “jumped out” at him immedi- 
ately as it was extremely suited for 
the fanfare style piece he hoped to 
create. Much of his inspiration came 
from one of his idols, John Williams. 
who has written for such famous 
movies as the Star Wars and Indiana 
Jones trilogies, as well as last year’s 
Olympic theme. 

A phenomenal amount of work 
went into Tones of Colours. It took 
approximately three months for 
Darren to write the full melody. By 
December he began the arduous task 
of scoring the piece for a full orches- 
tra. Throughout this process Darren 
relied on the knowledgeable assist- 
ance of a mentor, John Estacio, ,who 
is the composer-in-residence for the 
ESO. 

Once the task was finally ac- 
complished, though with little time to 
spare, Darren could relax - somewhat 
and listen to the first performance of 
his composition. He was surrounded 
by a number of family and friends, as 
the Scona music students were able 
to attend the debut. Congratulations 
in a terrific piece of music Darren.
